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The Request for reconsideration and the Declaration of Craig Mar filed November 21, 2007 have 
been considered. However, the rejections of the instant claims are maintained because: 

a) The Request and the Declaration, while suggesting in general that fatigue life of the claimed 
materials would be different from those of the prior art, lack substantial data indicating such. Declarant 
Mar states that "standard nitinol wires" (referred to in the present specification and which fail at 16,560 
cycles) are "similar to and have similar properties to" those of the prior art Beard reference. Note that 
when presenting comparative evidence in Rule 1.132 Declarations, where the comparison is not identical 
with the reference disclosure, deviations therefrom should be explained, /n re F/n/ey (81 USPQ 383, 
CCPA 1949) and if not explained should be noted and evaluated, and if significant, explanation should be 
required, //? re Armstrong (126 USPQ 281. CCPA 1960). 

b) To the extent that actual data has been presented, the numerical values are highly 
inconsistent. Paragraph [0014] of the present specification suggests that the inventive materials have 
"greater than approximately 22,760 mean cycles to failure", whereas the Declaration states that there is 
no failure of these materials after 380,000.000 cycles. This difference by a factor of more than lO'* 
suggests that some difference exists (but is not explained in either the specification or the Mar 
Declaration) between either the materials tested or the testing conditions.
